fature never to be pofitive in Print, never to affert any 
thing without a becoming Diffidence of himfelf, with- 
out qualifying it with, perhaps I may be wrong, per- 
haps the Cate may be quite otherwife than I reprefent 
it, as it has often been.

Anp yet the Craft/man fays, the Treaty of Ryfwick 
has not been mentioned by any of the Writers of the 
Gazetteer: But the Falfhood is pinned upon him, and 
now let him take Shame to himfelf, and never open his 
Mouth more, unlefs it be to ask Pardon for having lied 
tothePublick, as indeed he ought todo, not onlyon this

The Letters from Naples fay, that City has prefent- 
ed Don Carlos with a Million of Livres as a Free Gift, 
and that the very Day before, he declared that he had 
juft then received, by an Exprefs, the Confirmation of 
the King of Spain’s Acceffion to the Preliminaries. 
Don Carlos received the Prefent very gracioufly, affured 
the City of his Prote¢tion and Good Will, and granted 
the [Citizens fome new Privileges; neverthelefs the 
Tribunal for inquiring into Difaffection, is fill very 
active: The Commithoners thereof have not only com- 
mitted a Goldfmith to Prifon, and banifhed feveral 
Fryars, for talking too freely of the Spanith Govern- 
ment, but 5 Counfellors and 15 Captains.of the Cjty 
Trained Bards, are, for the fame Reafon, juft cafhier’d 
and others put in their Places, who, ‘tis fuppofed, will 
be very ready to approve, implicitly, what their Pre- 
deceffors were fo bold asto condemn. New Judges 
are alfo fent to moft of the Towns i# the Kingdom, 
who are for the moft part young Fell@ws, that having 
not lived long enough under the laft Government to 
know the Difference, will, no doubt, be very pert im 
extolling that to the Skies which has advanced them 
to Honours that they never dream’d of enjoying before 
they came to Years of Difcretion, «Im fhort, almoft 
all Perfons employ’d by the Emperor are turned out, 
to make room for fuch as are ungi (pected. The King 
has fignified his Pleafure to a Cavalcade, on the 
Day the Peace is to be proclaim’d, and has order'd that 
the Nobility of the Kingdom be realy to give their 
Attendance.

~ "The Letters from Vienna, don’t give much Credit to 
the Report of a new Revolution at Conftantinople. 
They fay that General Lafcy, whom the C-arina has 
declared Velt-Marthal-of her Forces, having receiv’d . 
a Prefent from the Emperor of his Piéture fet in 
Diamonds, is fet out for Bohemia, where the Ruflian 
Troops are, by a Convention, to continue till further 
Orders : In the mieati time Levies of Soldiers are car- 
rying on powerfully for the Emperor, not only in 
Auftria, and the Hefeditaty Countries, bat even in the 
Empire: And the Governors of the Places along the 
Danube are fitting out abundance of Gallies, to be 
employ’d as: ufual ih tinie of War, for preventing 
any Enterprizes of the Enesiiy upon that River. The 
Baron de Brandan Counfellor of the Emperor's Fi- 
riances, who wen: to negociate Money both in Eng- 
land and Holland, upon Account of the War, is to 
repair to Italy, afier the Milancfe is evacuated, to 
eltablifh 4 new Chamber of Finances at Milan, and 
to fet the Revenues of that Dutchy on a better Footing 
than heretofore. ‘The Emperor has given formal No- 
tice to the Dyet, of the Terms of his Accommodation 
with France. ‘The Cabinet Courier who was {ent 
to Paris with the Emperor’s A&t, renouncing the King- 
doms of Naples and Sicily, is return’d to Vienna, with 
Dupatches-which will very much forward the Sign- 
ing of the Peace ; and the Spanifh Agent at Vienna 
Was receiv'd Advice, that his Mafter will fend a Mi- 
nifter thither very fhortly. There are fome very pofitive 
Advices that a Negotiation is on Foot between the 
Gourts of Manheim and Munich, to favour the Elector 
of Bavaria in cafe any Difputes fhould happen when 
the Succeffion to the Palatinate becomes vacant.

The Count de Hanau, Rheineck and Deux Ponts, 
Lord of Meuntzenberg, Dichtenberg and Ochien- 
fteim, Heseditary Marfhal, and Grand Pravoft of the 
Bithoprick of Strasbourg, who is alfo Director of the 
College Counts of the Empire on the Bench of Wetteraw, 
died at Hanau laft Wednefday fe’nnight in the 7:f 
Year of his Age, being born on the zoth of July, 166s.
